provlra, and according to news dispatches he Indi¬ 
cated the final decision in this respect was made at a 
meeting with Prime Minister Pearson In May 

Oh the erne day, Mr. Pearson denied he had dis¬ 
missal this takeover with the Quebec premier at their 
"ainsnit” meeting on May 8. The prime minister said 
they bad merely talked about the transfer of an ob- 
solrti radar station at Great Whale Elver from the 
defence department to the province. , 

On Thursday, Mr. Pearson said that at the May 
8 meeting it was decided that the province would take 
over normal municipal services at Great Whale River, 
and the expectation was that this pattern would be 
followed In other Eskimo communities; also that 
(although such an agreement had not been reached 
with Quebec) the federal government was I oakling for¬ 
ward to a gradual transfer of Eskimo administration 
to the provinces.

They ’re Mealy Bugs 


By M. V. CMESNUT 

’ CHRISTMAS CACTUS <G. E. McD., 
Victoria). Those fuzzy little white spots 
on your cactus are mealy bugs. If there 
are only a few of them, pick them off 
individually on the point of a toothpick 
or pocket knife, bundle them up in a 
paper handkerchief and bum them. 
Keep a careful watch for new ones as 
tha deposited eggs hatch out. 

If there are loo many of them for 
■uch Individual treatment, paint tha 
colonies with Volck oil spray, one tea¬ 
spoonful in ana cupful of water. Sevaral 
treatments at weekly intervals will prob¬ 
ably be neceaaery. 

CHICK WEED CONTROL (E. W. 
Deep Cove). It is true I reoommsnded 
Creh Grass. Killer to eradicate chick- 
weed grow ins in Ihe lawn, but this was 
lum or flee yean ago when potassium 
oyaeate was the principal Ingredient in 
creh grass killer. This chemical will kill 
rhlckwged without hurting the lawn 
grain If used as directed. 

In I hair search lor better chemicals 
to control crab grass, though, the manu¬ 


facturers have changed their formulas 
and unfortunately the new and highly 
efficient crab grass killers aren't worth 
a hoot against chlckweed, hence your 
disappointment. 

There Is a new chemical called Meco- 
prop, however, which is doing a grand 
Job against chlckweed and other hard- 
to-kiU weeds such aa clover and ground 
Ivy (Creeping Charlie). Mixed with 
2. 4-D weedkiller, it la sold under such 
trade names aa Kiilex, Compiles. Wan¬ 
der Weeder and Clover and Chlckweed 
Killer. 

MOULDY ATRAWBKRK1ER (A. D.. 
Royal Oak). I’m afraid It ie too late 
in the year now la do anything about the 
dirty gray mould an ihis season's crop 
of berries, bat at least you can prevent' 
a recurrence In future years.

As wem as crapping is finished, 
clip all the foliage off close to the 
ground, rake ft up and bum it. As soon 
as new leaves appear, spray with a 
mixture at captan and wattabla sulphur, 
two tablespoons at eaptan and lour of 
sulphur par gallon of water. Next year 


use the same spray starting ift early 
April and treating the plants every 14 
days until the fruit is swelling nicely. 

I think you will be pleasantly sur¬ 
prised at the sparkle and clean appear¬ 
ance of the berries under this captan- 
sulphur treatment. 

KOHL-KABI CULTURE (P.B.OH., 
Victoria). Moat certainly ft Is not too 
late to put in sards of kohl-rabi. In fact, 
seeds of this excellent and tasty vege¬ 
table may be sown any tiraa from early 
April right through until the middle 
of August, and It la a good Idea to make 
a series of small sowings to maintain a 
continuity of supply. Sow In fumw* 
15 Inches sport and half an inch deep, 
and when tha seedlings appear, thin 
them cut to stand 10 inches sport. 

You don’t lift and store kohl rate as 
you would turnips, but leava them in 
the ground through tha winter, pulling 
just enough for immediate use aa re¬ 
quired — they can taka a great deal 
more frost than most other vegetables. 
Tha green varieties have a batter flavor 
than the purple kinds.

Owners of the historic vessel North 
German Lloyd Line, marked the anniver¬ 
sary in Vancouver on Aug. 15, 1964, by 
reting many at the courageous seamen 
who sailed their crippled baby flat-top 
1,100 miles through enemy U-boats to 
safety, where she was written off and 
■old for scrap . . . 

Even as a warship. Nabob was distinctive. 
Although commanded and manned by Canadians, 
aha belonged lo tbe RoyaJ Navy, due to tbe "in¬ 
tricacies of tbe U-S. Lend-Lease program." 

Under the Lend-Lease Ad, Great Britain could 
acquire eacort carriers, but was bard-pressed to 
man tbe desperately aeaded weasels. C ana d a, 
too, wished to purchase carriers trosn tbe U S., 
but could not because abe did not participate in 
lend-leaae. rhua it was agreed that Britain 
would buy tbe ahl[i Nabob nod Puncher, than be¬ 
fog built as freighters an the American waat 
const, and tbe RCN would man them. 

All that remains today i HMS Puncher is her 
heavy brass bell, an display in the Maritime 
Museum ct B.C. 

Commissioned by • care and maintenance 
crew on Sept. ?.

Mention of Oak Bay to 
many people outside its 
'boundaries immediately 
brings up thoughts of 
roses . 

The association between the 
two has for many years been 
so close as to make the two 
names almost synonymous. Not 
that Oak Pay alone produces 
fine roses, but because at its 
location and many rose-loving 
English residents—people in all 
walks of life—Oak Bay prob¬ 
ably has more roses a garden 
acre than any other munici¬ 
pality. Although many of the 
rose gardens in the older dis¬ 
tricts are not visible from the 
street, being protected by 
fences or hedges, many fine 
beds are visible when driving 
through the Uplands area. 

The formation af toe Onk Bay 
Rose Society resulted in still more 
roses being plantar with many he 
annual rone shows hetag staged. To¬ 
day this society is absorbed is the 
Victoria Horticultural Society with 
Oak Bay Rose Society Ota Benge 
Cup and the Society's Challenge 
Trophy being annually co m p e ted lor 
at the summer show- Oak Bay resi¬ 
dents are sdH wen exhibitors and 
each day quits a aumber of praasl- 
naot businessmen ean tei sens la 
their offices with a rase bud la their 
lapel. 

All these things pay sa thy 
tribute to the gneen at flower s, but 
the finest monamrnt of all Is the 
much frequented Oek T*j Rose Gar¬ 
den st the corner at Newport Avenue 
and Currie Rond. 

Close to the busy section It still 
remains quiet and ecluded, pro¬ 
tected from the harsh southwest 
winds by a shelter belt. Here, yon 
may hi comfort see. and ohaenre 
some af lie finest later Intrudoottons 
such as Montezuma. Garden Party, 
Tanya and Golden SHppe*-« iron-tag 
side by side with the o*de- raws like 
Frau Karl Drusehkl. Rose Hrrkety. 
George Dickson. 

Particularly charming are the 
beds of dwarf DUttoetton on either 


side of the entrance, especially 
when one considers they have been 
giving patrons pleasure for 27 yours. 
Another feature are the Climbing 
Blaze and Ruth Alexander t r ained 
to vase-shaped frames. 

Many rases have come and gone 
since the summer of 1937 when Reg¬ 
inald Grant advised he had been re¬ 
quested by Mrs. H. R. Beeves to 
design and lay out ^Memorial rase 
garden. 

The choice ef a designer was in¬ 
deed an approfalaie one. consider¬ 
ing the first hybrid tea rase ever to 
be awarded a go* medal was that 
named for hie mother. Mrs. W. J. 
Grant, an award most richly de- 
eerved. 

Also worthy af iweogaitton. to ass- 
other term, went the efforts ef foe 
Late H. R. Beaven in pursuit at his 
hobby, foat of growing and exhibit¬ 
ing roses of the highest s t an d a r d. 

In Ms garden grew 2,000 rose 
buiihea. 1,200 of which were maidens 
grown to pe nd n rr but one rose each, 
and Ihal ter exhibit Ion The re¬ 
mainder were stock and new vari¬ 
eties an trial, pasnlhly foe largest 
snd mast oomprehroeins collection 
at rases In Victoria at teat time. 

Competition was keen la those 
days and among the roast exhibitors 
were such enthusiasts as Mr. Bra 
. vea Dr. W. P. Walker. Mr and Mrs 
If It Jamieson. W F- Sals bury, 
and a few others who brought the 
standard af exhibits at the Oak Bay 
Ruse Shaw exceptionally high. Many 
a fine rms waa left imdbplayed be¬ 
cause If did not quite reach for 
pota> of near pr ri an ion demanded 
of H. 

Such waa the eaaaBenc of ex¬ 
hibits and exhibitors, ten behind all 
this were the men who dH a lot of 
the work, men who came to advise, 
to supervise tnd to offer the benefit 
af their trsinlag and experience 
Men Mke William Hamilton gar¬ 
dener to Mr. Selsbury; Alex Mit¬ 
chell at teat lime a gardener at 
Governnaanf House, and many a 
champion man had hia mark Invis¬ 
ibly stamped aprn It. 

With all this bacfcgrouid and 
murh more. It was ae surprise foe 
Oak Ray Rose Garden was such a 
success from the very start. Changes 
there have been during the past ft 
years, but very few. Quite a num¬ 
ber of the orhtbwl raws are still 
there 

The Oak Bay reeve and council 
af the day were quick to appreciate 
and take advantage of the offer at 
a rose garden foe their monicipalty 


and on Aug. 2f. 1937, arrangements 
were completed far setting aside a 
ponton of Windsor Park

benches without beck* or cushions, 
behind a partition which screened 
off the pulpit-” 

It waa to the drunken outcast* 
■pawned by Britain's Industrial 
Revolution that Booth addressed hi* 
message of salvation; he met them 
where they were-on the streets. 

Booth saw as Christ'* work in 
his age the saving of he thousands 
of men and women "passing daily 
into eternal damnation." It was 100 
years ago this year that Booth dedi¬ 
cated himself to their salvation. 

He, and those who Joined the 
Army, were prepared, ir the words 
of dedication, to “be despised, 
hated, cursed, beaten, kicked, im¬ 
prisoned or killed for Christ's sake-'* 

No idle words. 

The lean ascetic Indian civil 
servant. Major Frederick Tucker, 
who renounced all to follow Booth, 
led an Army crusade of Sour kilo 
India In 1*82. The souls he sought 
were those at India's 60.000.000 out¬ 
casts. 

To win these people, they em¬ 
braced the life the outcasts lived. 


In England in the same year, 
Mi SllVa(Inti Army soldiers were 
«"-<■>»« down or brutally assaulted. 
Sixty of their buUdtngs were virtu¬ 
ally irrecked by Masmob. 

In America, officers ir California 
“with only 15 cents between them, 
rejoiced wh u hoodlums pelted them 
with onions and potatoes; these, 
with a dimes' worth of steak made 
a memorable breakfast." 

Women officers shared responsi¬ 
bilities and sacrifices with t*-e men. 
A particular concern of the women 
Salvationists was the fact that. "One 
in every 50 Englishwomen was a 
street-walker."

Beacon Hill Summer Cinema 


The type of festival or specialised film event 
which has been featured during the summer in Bea¬ 
con Hill Park for the past three years is one of 60 such 
events which take place across Canada every year. 


It is Interesting 'o note, however, 
that Victoria and Hamilton, Out., 
were the fi&t places in Canada, in 
194*, to attempt thk> type at film 
showing. The Victoria film event 
was held In Noven ber of 1948, and 
lasted, three days, with several daily 
film showings, a display of audio 
visual equipm nt. and speeches by 
leading citizens on the value of 
films in the community. 

The outstanding success of these 
two initial events further established 
documentaries as a permanent tool 
in the cultural progress of the people 
of the Dominion. 

Although all these film events 
seem to be motivated by the same 
basic purpose - . . bringing the best 
available films to the public . . . 
there have been many variations on 
the theme, and frequently in Canada 
adoption of the specialtoed festival 
has resulted. There are Interna¬ 
tional, provincial, local, Common¬ 
wealth. Thanksgiving, anniversary, 
and a host of other types of fes¬ 
tivals. One which is larticularty in- 
trresttog has been an outdoor Him 
showing during the summer at Ni¬ 
agara Falls, Qnt. This event drew 
vast crowds, particularly our south¬ 
ern neighbors h whom these films 
interpreted Canada. 

This year’s Beacon Hill Summer 
Cinema, starting July 13. (rill be 
similar to the Niagara film event. 
There ere other similarities as well: 
the spray coming from the thunder¬ 
ing falls an a windy day reminds us 
of the "misty" evenings which we 
experienced last summer at Beeooa 
Hill Park.

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The showing at films in Beacon 
Hill Park has become a tradition in 
Victoria. Now in its fourth year, the 
event is eagerly sought by those who 
have attended in past yean. 

Many of those who attended last 
year’s film showings did so with an 
undaunted determination to see the 
films In spite of Inclement weather 
conditions.

When spiders forsake their weba to 
favor at sheltered cr ev ices , rato to eamtog. ■ 
swallows fly tow bad weather to indicated. And 
the sane sort of tokag can be expected If soot 
faUa down the chimney. 

These superstitions, clearly first based on 
abaervatkin, now have scientific apport. They 
are valid enough to be removed from the realm 
af superstition and placed to toe category at 
proven tact. 

Hooks, also are held to forecast the weather 
by their actions. St they build nests high in the 
t ree s , good weather la a-coming and ■'ice versa. 
Agate. If they leave their neata early in the day, 
that day will be fine and, again, vice versa. 

There are numerous sayings suggesting that 
toe weather on Christmas Day presages the 
w e ato er later obl The only rankle about these 
to that they appeared prior to the year, 1152, at 
which time Christmas fell an Jan. f. It's aa 
use at all basing one's prognostications an toe 
stale of affairs on Dec. 25. 

A mild January to con si d er ed bad for humans 
and crops: a wet March thf tame. But a dry. 
Bold March is a good sign for the following 

Fog In early April means floods to June 
but a cold April to an auspicious omen. Thunder 
an April Fool’s Day was considered particularly 
fortunate ana everybody has heard how March 
winds and April showers—the latter virtually 
sanctified by A1 Jolson—bring May fl ower s . 

So It all goes. I myaelf, 2 -mat confess, am 
not worried sick about the weather next Thurs¬ 
day.

After this monuments! introduc¬ 
tion, The Colonist got around to re¬ 
port the Douglas auction : “The fu¬ 
ture had, of course, a certain histori¬ 
cal interest whichjsAded to its value. 
A large number of ladles and gentle¬ 
men attended, the former being nat¬ 
urally the more numerous, and there 
was,some spirited bidding at times." 

One wonders today where the 
Douglas furniture is. Much of it 
must still be in Victoria. I know the 
whereabouts of one or two pieces, 
but doubtless, during the nearly 00 
years many pieces must have 
changed hands several times, and 
the present owners may have no 
idea what they possess was once in 
the James Bay mansion of Gover¬ 
nor Douglas. 

Here are some of the details: “A 
fine mahogany dining room table, 
having four leaves, 4 ft. 6 in. wide 
and 10 ft- 8 in. long was bought by 
Mr. W. Ward for *50. 

“A mahogany sideboard, 6 ft. 
long and 4 ft. 8 in. high, fitted with 
cellaret, drawer and cupboards pro¬ 
voked some keen bidding and was 
eventuaUy knocked down to Mrs. 
Gunter for *80. 

“There was also some keen com¬ 
petition for a set of 12 dining room 
chairs to match the table and side¬ 
board, and these were bought by Mr. 
Harris (likely either Rex or Ches, 
grandsons of Douglas), for *132, a 
fairly high price. An English plate 
mirror, 3 ft. 8 in. by 4 ft. 6 in., was 
sold to Mr. Booth for *30, and Mrs. 
F. B. Pemberton became tbs owner 
of a marble-top mahogany tabic for 
* 6 . 

“In the breakfast room a da sen 
mahogany chairs were knocked down 
to Mr. W. Ward for *136, and Mrs. 
Clapper purchased a sofa for *47.50."

“Soma pretty tall UMtog was made 

for an English lee tabto, shat 4 ft 
3 to., which was eventually bought 
for Mr. Harry Dallas Helmcken. lor 
the high price of IBB, the auctioneer 
remarking that Mr. Helmcken meant 
to have it anyway, at any price, 
since it belonged to his grandfather." 

So the auction went, everyone 
having a fine time, and some of the 
wedding guests dropping in to see 
bow things were going: 

“Mr. R. W. Harris obtained pos¬ 
session of * mahogany wardrobe, 
7 ft high and 4 ft I to. wide, for 
only *22. An khmednegar Indian 
rug • ft. 2 in. by 14 ft. was purchased 
by Mrs. R. Allen for *110. 

“In the front drawing room the 
prices paid were pretty moderate. A 
grandfather clock, which Mr. C. E. 
Redfern, the Jeweler and clock 
maker, estimated to be 75 to 100 
yean old, was sold to Mr. James 
G1Uan of San Francisco for *35. 

“Mr. Ward bought an English loo 
table, 4 ft. 2 in., for *65, and Mrs. 
Sweeney became possessed of a ma¬ 
hogany easy chair and sofa for *13.50 
and *12 respectively. A Persian 
palace rug was sold to Mr. Dutton 
lor *82.50. 

"In the back drawing room Mr. 
W. Ward was fortunate enough to 
secure a very handsome roeewOod 
wardrobe, with a' satin maple inte¬ 
rior, and measuring 8 ft. high, 5 ft. 
wide and 21 in. deej>, for *30. Mr. 
Keith bought a handsome easy chair 
for *25 and Mr. J. W. D. York bought 
a mahogany bookcase." (Mr. York 
still has this bookcase in his home 
on Granite Street.) 

A noted school teacher, writer, 
traveler and general character- 
about-town, was at the Douglas auc¬ 
tion : “The books were put up in odd 
tots. Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, 
Mr. Goanell and M-s. Matthews be¬ 
ing the principal buyers 

"Mrs. Matthews secured an 1843 
edition of Fielding's works in 10 
volumes at M cents a volume and 
Miss Cameron, one of die city's moat 
learned teachers, paid *6 50 for *B 


"The mother of the bride worn a 
dress of pearl grey brocade, linad 
with black and white Irish design, 
with a bonnet of black and wfatt* 
and a bunch of pink roses." 

The motor car had arrived in Vito . 
torts by 1906. but on this particular 
occasion “the bridal party aad 
guests entered their carriage" ana 
rode out to Cad boro Bay Road for 
the reception at the home of the 
bride s mothe r. 

Well, you have it—an his¬ 
toric auction and fashionable wed¬ 
ding the same day In the Victoria of
